LONDON, Aug. 29.—The Times pub- 


lishes a letter from Seoul in which the 
writer declares that Japanese planned 
an invasion of Coroa three years ago. 
The plan of operations was secretly ma- 
tnred to the minutest detail. Topo- 
graphical Jiud military maps of the 
whole of Corea were prepared, showing 
every road, river and tod, with tho 
depth and width of the water. It is 
stated that poutoou trains were made 
and aro now awaiting at the govern- 
ment stores to be brought over. 


Every military preparation wa« maclo 


to complete the conquest last year. The 
Japanese minister at Pekiii, a. Quiet and 
able statesman, wus shifted to the in- 
terior court ac SeoxU and resided there 
six months. This anomalous move was 
significant enough to have drawn more 
attention from the interested powers. 
Oetori, the Japauese minister at Seoul, 
was not idle. His business was to col- 
lect all nt -essary information and to 
work secrecy with the powerful Japa- 
nese party iu Covea. He held repeated 
conferences of a serious character with 
various ofticialu who are now taking 
part in the military operations. 


The Japanese descent once announced 


was to have been executed with phe- 
nomenal rapidity. The various pre- 
tenses by which Ootori contrived to de- 
ceive the Chinese residents, as well as 
the Corean government aiid the foreign 
representatives are now scon to have 
been ruses de guerre to evade opposition 
to tho landing of troops. 


After detailing the genesis of the 


war, the correspondent declares that 
the Corean administration is a cesspool 
of corruption from the long to Che 
meanest ofiicial. Extortion is tho law. 


The reform of such a government 


would only command the sympathy of 
the civilized world, but Japan desires 
not its reform but its subjugation. 
Practical politicians will 
easily sec 


through her sudden zeal. Neither Ja- 
pan nor China ever really attempted 
any reforms in Corea, but 
broadly 


speaking, China is Corea's hereditary 
friend, while Japan is her hereditary 
foe.

A.Road From Scotland to IK land. 
Tho twentieth ceiitnry, perhaps the 


flrst half of it, may BOO completed a 
work of engineering which will change 
• kingdom geographically. 
A plan has 


been formulated to build a gigoncio dam 
across tho waters of the Irish channel 
between Scotland and Ireland. Tho dam 
is planned to ho constructed across tho 
Hull of Kiiityre where the channel is 
only 15 miles wide. 
The engineering 


difflcnllies would actually not bo BO 
great as those which were overcome in 
the construction of Brooklyn bridge. 


The object of the dam would bo to 


utilize the force of the ocean current 
and tides for mechanical purposes, chief 
among which wonld be electric light- 
ing. By building the dam across it the 
channel wonld be split into two parts. 
Above the dam the water wonld be sev- 
eral feet higher than below it. 
This 


wonld have the effect to drain the salt 
marshes on the Irish coast below tho 
dam and mako them capable of cultiva- 
tion. A railway wonld of course be put 
across the dam. 


A hundred aud fifty cubio miles of 


water pour through the Irish channel 
every day. This would yield, if it could

The proper care of a lawn mower

The knives should always 
be kept sharp, which onai be done 
with the saw file. If they get very 
dull, they should be taken off and 
ground. Tho lawn should be free 
from stones aud sticks. A small 
stone in the lawn will beapt to cause 
much injury tti the knives. Good 
oil should ha used, as cheap oil gums 
too readily. For this pmnose sewing 
machine oil is perhaps the best. The 
machine should not be allowed to 
rust, and to prevent this it should be 
properly housed on a drv wooden 
floor.—Hardware.

ENDED HER LIFE. 


Former Lima Oirl Suicides in a 


Piqxia Brothal. 


She Ltvacl a lafo of Shame for Over 


Fifteen Ya»r» — Death of Lydia Sta-

About fourteen, years ago a pretty 


y.oung girl, Lydia Stapleton, whose 
home is in Beaver Dam and who has 
relatives In this city, was a well- 
knoivn figure in the Lima sporting 
world; She remained here a year or 
so and then went to Piqua,. landing 
In the notorious GenevaHote!, where 
she made her home up to night be- 
fore last, when she suicided. The 
Piqua JDispatch gives the following ac- 
count of the girl's end. She was only 
about twenty-seven years of age and 
was married several years ago. to a 
man named Beyle, of Springfield, but 
they did not live long together, and 
she drifted back into a life ot shame. 
The Dj'spaic/i says: 


Fourteen years ago Lida Stapleton, 


a petite and' beautiful girl,-arrived in 
Piqua and took up her headquarters 
at the celebrated big Geneva Hotel, 
the famous resort of this city. For 
years she was envied by visitors at 
the house, and made friends until she 
took to greater dissipation that led 
her to become careless and without 
shame in the eyes of the world. 


During the past few years the girl, 


now grown into womanhood, has on 
several occasions figured in the police 
court, her latest escapade being when 
she was arrested for drunkenness 
several weeks ago, she being accom- 
panied at the time by her friend 
"Buck" Winters, both being fined in 
the police court. 


On several occasions the woman 


has threatened to commit suicide, but 
no attention was paid to her, the in- 
mates thinking she was only jesting, 
although they knew that her chum 
had preceded, her but a year ago by 


the suicide route and now Lida fol- 
lowed her example early this morn- 
ing .by swallowing a two-ounce vial 
of carbolic acid. 


During last night she was about 


the house as usual, seemingly in good 
spirits. Between 2 and 3 o'clock 
this 
morning, having previously 


entered her room, she summoned 
Helen Stanley, another inmate of the 
bagnio, and requested that a glass of 
water be brought to her. Seeing her 
suffering condition the Stanley girl 
remarked, "Lida you have 
taken 


something," at the same time has- 
tening to fulfill the request and to 
arouse the household. 


Hurriedly returning they 
found 


the Stapleton woman lying uncon- 
scious, in one hand she held the 
empty bottle labeled "poison" while 
in the other she tightly clutched a 
photograph of "Buck" Winters. 


As soon'after her condition was 


discovered, Dr. O'Ferrall was sum- 
moned, but before his arrival the 
woman was dead, the fatal dose hav- 
ing ended her life about fifteen min- 
utes after being taken by the suicide.
